- |’, To finance our war with Spain the 
‘| Government borrowed $200,000,000, 
increased the taxes on spirits, beer 
and tobacco and levied taxes. Reve- 
nue from spirits rose from $92,000,- 
0000 in 1898 to $99,000,000 in 1899 
and $116,000,000 in 1901. Revenue 
from beer rose from $39,000,000 in 
1898 to $69,000,000 in 1899 and 
$7¢g,000,000 in 1901. 

ReRvenue from tobacco rose from 
$36,000,000 in 1898 to $52,000,000 
in 1899 and $62,000,000 in 1901. 
Stamp taxes produced $40,000,000 a 
year. 

Since 1898, however, consumption 
of spirits has increased from $1,000,- 
000 gallons to 140,000,000, and of 
beer from 1,100,000,000 gallons to 2, 
000,000,006. War taxes on those 
articles would be correspondingly 
more productive. 

Judging from the experience of 
France, where tobacco is a state mo- 
aopoly, that commodity alone could 
be made to yield a revenue of $150,-

More Men in Country Than There Are 
Jobs Living Expenses Are High. 


When I landed in Juneau, Alaska, 
with my family, I found over 500 men 
in the bread line. A large part of 
that crowd is made up of the “loaf- 
it-possible’’ kind, but many are good 
men, clear skin and eyes, and alert, 
who are really anxious for work, 
writes a practical michinist in the 
Engineering and mininy Journal. 

Having heard so much gbout the 
Treadweli mines, I immediately ap- 
plied for work there as machine run- 
ner and found each mire full handed, 
and those working were holding up 
for friends until they could get a jon. 
I then tried to get any. kind of work, 
but could not manage to be around 
when a man was needed. It takes 
10 minutes to cross tha channel from 
Juneau to Douglas, and the fare is 
25 cents. Douglas is the business 
t+rt.of the Treadwell eamp with the 
business par.rLman....bgkqjxzfififffib 
independent stores, etc. 

The living expenses in Juneau are 
too high for a workingman’s towr, 
and that is all Juneau will ever be. 
For example, a shave costs 25 cents, 
beer 15 cents, ham and eggs 35 cents, 
hot cakes and coffee 20 cents, bunk 
25 cents, bed 50 cents to $1. No 
houses are for rent. Rooms rent 
from $20 per month up, and you are 
fucky to find one. Board is $1 per 
day by the month, $1.30 for a single 
day, but it is good, . Clothing and 
wearing apparel is somewhat more 
than outside, but not enough to war- 
rant outfitting before coming in. 
There are already more men in 
Alaska than. there will be jobs for 
during the next year and it is a good 
place for working men to avoid an- 
less they are sure of work. .Norweg- 
fans .. Swedes dnd Finns comprise 
Whe Wajor part ‘or the working peo- 
ple, they are intelligent and hard 
workers. I realize it will be some 
time before I will be able to get a 
job, as there are good men ahead of 
me on the lists; there are plenty of 
men here. to build all the railroads 
Uncle Sam. wants.
